1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A graphic article, compiising: . 
a perforated iniageable component comprisingj 

an imageable opaque polymeric film layer with an imageable first major swface 
and a second major surface, and 

an opaque, light absorbing polymeric film layer adhered to the second major 
surface of the imageable polymeric film layer, wherein the imageable layer and the light 
absorbing layer are perforated witli a plurality of apertures, 
an image layer on the first major surface of the imageable layer, 
an unperforated, attachment component comprising^ 

a substantially transparent^xontinuous polymeric serifift layer with a first major 
surface and a second major surface, a layer of a substantially transparent hot melt 
adhesive applied on the second major surface of the serim continuous polymeric layer and 
a layer of a substantially transparent pressure sensitive adhesive applied on the first major 
surface of the ^erim continuous polymeric layer, 
wherein the hot melt adhesive layer on the attachment component is adhered to the image layer 
on the imageable component 

2. (ORIGINAL) A graphic article as claimed in claim 1 , further comprising a perforated 
light reflecting polymeric film layer applied to the light absorbing polymeric film layer opposite 
the imageable polymeric film layer. 

3 . (ORIGINAL) A graphic article as claimed in claim 1 . wherein the pressure sensitive 
adhesive layer is covered by a removable release liner. 
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4. (ORIGINAL) A graphic article as claimed in claim 3, wherein the pressure sensitive 
adhesive is an acrylic adhesive. 

5. (ORIGINAL) A graphic article as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the hot melt adhesive i$ 
selected from the group consisting of ethylene vinyl alcohol (EVA) adhesives and ethylene 
acryhc acid (EAA) adhesives. 

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A graphic article as claimed in claim 1, wherein the serim 
continuous polymeric layer is a polyester film. 

7. (ORIGINAL) A grapliic article as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the imageable layer is 
selected from the group consisting of polyolefb films and vinyl fihns. 

8. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A multi-component graphic article comprising: 

(a) an imageable component comprising: 

an opaque, perforated imageable polymeric film layer with an imageable first 
major surface and a second major surfece, ^ 

an opaque, light absorbing, perforated polymeric fihn layer applied on the second 
major surface of the imageable film layer; and 

(b) an attachment component comprising: 

a substantially transparen t, continuous polymeric seHm layer with a first m^or 
surface and a second major surfiace, wherein a layer of a pressure sensitive adhesive is 
applied on the first major surface and a layer of a heat activated adhesive is ^plied on the 
second major sur&ce. 

9. (ORIGINAL) A multi-component graphic article as claimed in claim 8, further 
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comprising a removable release liner on the layer of pressure sensitive adhesive. 

1 0. . (ORIGINAL) A multi-component graphic article as claimed in claim 8, wherein the 
pressure sensitive adhesive is an acrylic adhesive. 

1 1 . (ORIGINAL) A multi-component graphic article as claimed in claim 8, wherein the hot 
melt adhesive is selected from the group consisting of ethylene vinyl alcohol (EVA) adhesives 
and ethylene acrylic acid (EAA) adhesives. 

12. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A multi-component graphic article as claimed in claim 8, 
v/herein the scrim continuous polvmeric layer is a polyester film. 



13. (ORIGINAL) A multi-component graphic article as claimed in claim 8, further 
comprising a perforated light reflecting fihn layer applied on the light absorhing fihn layer 
opposite the imageable film layer 

14. (ORIGINAL) A multi-component graphic article as claimed in claim 8, wherein the 
imageable fihn layer is a white film and the light absorbing film layer is a black fihn. 

15. (ORIGINAL) A multi-component graphic article as claimed in claim 14, wherein the 
white film and the black film are co-extruded. 

1 6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A graphic article for attachment to a transparent substrate, 
whwein the graphic article comprises: 

a) an attachment component comprising: 

i) a substantially transparen L continuous seHH» layer with a first major surface and 

a second major surfece; 
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ii) a substciniially transparent pressure sensitive adhesive applied on the first major 
surface; and 

iii) a substantially transparent heat activated adhesive applied on the second major 
surface; and 

b) an opaque imagcable component comprising: 

i) an imageable film layer with a first major surface and a second major surface, 
wherein the fust major surface is imageable; and 

ii) a light absorbing fihn layer applied on the second major surface of the 
imageable layer; 

wherein the imageable component is perforated with a plurality of apertures, ihe first 
major surface of the unageable component is adhered to the attachment component via the heat 
activated adhesive, and the graphic article is adhered to the substrate via the pressure sensitive 
adhesive. 

17. (ORIGINAL) The graphic article as claimed in claim 16, wherein the imageable fihn 
layer is a white polymeric fihn. 

1 8. (ORIGINAL) The graphic article as claimed in claim 1 6, wherein the light absorbing 
fihn layer is a black polymeric film. 

1 9. (ORIGINAL) The graphic article as clmmed in claim 16, further comprising a light 
reflecting fihn layer applied on the light absorbing film layer opposite the imageable layer, 

20. (ORIGINAL) The graphic article as clauned in claim 16, wherein the pressure sensitive 
adhesive is an acrylic adhesive. 
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21. (ORIGINAL) The graphic article as claimed in claim 16, wherein the hot melt adhesive 
is selected from the group consisting of ethylene vinyl alcohol (EVA) adhesives and ethylene 
acrylic acid (EAA) adhesive. 

22. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The graphic article as claimed in claim 1 6, wherein the 
Gcrim continuous layer is a polyester film. 

23- (ORIGINAL) The graphic article as claimed in claim 16, wherein the imageable film 
layer is retroreflective. 

24. (ORIGINAL) The gmphic article as claimed in claim 1 6, wherein the imageable fihn 
layer is luminescent.

a window with an interior surface and an exterior surface, the window having applied 
thereto a graphic article comprising: 

an imageable component comprising: 

an imageable opaque polymeric film layer wjth an imageable first major surface 

and a second major surface, and 

an opaque, light absorbing polymeric film layer adhered to the second major 

surface of the imageable polymeric fihn layer, wherein the imageable layer and the light 

absorbing layer are perforated with a plurality of apertures. 

an image layer on the first major surface of the imageable layer, and 

an unperforated, attachment component comprising; 
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a substantially transpareiit a_continuQu3 polymeric seriffi layer with a first major 
surface and a second major surface, a layer of substantially transparent hot melt adhesive 
applied on the second major surface of the continuous polymeric sefim layer and a layer 
of a substantially transparent pressure sensitive adhesive applied on the first major 
surface of the continuous polymeric scrim layer, 
wherein the hot meh adhesive layer on the attachment component is adhered to the image layer 
on the imageable component, and the graphic article is adhered to the interior surface of the 
window with the pressure sensitive adhesive layer. 

/ 32. (ORIGINAL) A display as claimed in claim 3 1 , wherein the pressure sensitive adhesive 

is an acrylic adhesive, 

33. (ORIGINAL) A display as claimed in claim 3 1 , wherein the hot melt adhesive is selected 
from the group consisting of ethylene vinyl alcohol (EVA) adhcsives and ethylene acrylic acid 
(EAA) adhesives. 

34. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A display as claimed in claim 3 1 , wherein the semH 
continuous polymeric layer is a polyester film. 

35. (ORIGINAL) A display as claimed in claim 3 1 , wherein the imageable layer is selected 
fiom the group consisting of polyolefin films and vinyl films- 
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
